Tt)e law llmlta the taxation to SO 
conta on the $100 for road pArpooea. 
(We are t^w paying lii eenta.i If we 
should go Ut the limit it makes $3.00 on 
the thouaaiui of a man's aaaessment. 
For example: If his assasamont la tlOC'O 
he can only be made to pay $9,00 per 
year road tnx, (he now pays $$,10 for 
mud hol'-al and at the county's l>res- 
•>iit valuation will only take IS years 
to pay off the $2&0,000 bond laaue. 

At present we are apending $18,000 
per year mostly for fliling mud holes 
and at . he present Inereaae In road 
irafTle ..\,lng lo the oil development in 
the roiiiiiy it will undoubtedly re<iuire 
doulde thla amount to keep the mud 
roads at ail pasauble. Just count thla 
up tor yourself: at this rate of wasting 
(35,i>00 each year on mud holes that Is 
forever gone from iia we would woate 
enough money In 7 y. ai.s to pay "ft th.. 
U>riO,000 bond laaue. The only wuy to 
^lop this waste la to vote for the bond 
laaue and spend the money In niaking 
permanent roada whieli will noun give 
ua a hard road avHtem for th.> same 
money we now waste in the mud.

What Lawrence county ahould do la to 
build hard roada' that will get us out of 
the mud and keep ua out, but they 
need not be of the most expensive tyi>e 
known I'alng Btate aid money we 
shiill he forced to bulld roads that will 
come up to the' gtandards of the State 
department, and that Is good enough. 
The beat basia of coat we know ot 
eomeii from a' I^awrence county engi- 
neer who has been employed for tlib 
last two or thr.e y.'ara hy tho State 
Roada departiiinnt to aupcrvlae the 
btltldlng ot Inter county seat roads In 
the mountains of southeastern Ken- 
tucky. (See Mr. Johnson's article In 
this laaue.)

No set of county officials can. take 
$15,000 or )2ri,oO0 a ye&r aivd convert

I to UH, la tho only ixissible way to get 
I good rouds and stop the present waste,

I the favorably dry periods and the mar-

Strange tg say, there are a few peo- 
ple In the county lighting this great 
proposition.

This la 
impossible for everybody, and the only 
remedy is to help get the system of 
irOads Started and it will eventually 
reach into all sections und benefit tho 
entire population. It we rufuae to start 
under the plan now olTored there Is no 
chance to ever atari. The bond issue 
is almost to the limit ot present valua- 
tions and therefore no greater sum at 
one time can be raised. Under good 
bualneSp management It should coal no 
citizen any more to get these roads 
than lo ill) without them. 

hionie persona want lo atari building 
at the coui\ty lines or near their homes 
along the route. That would be like 
buRlnnIng 10 bulld a railroad at the 
far en.

Under the Con.sti- 
tutlon, every county must have a coun- 
ty seat. These Inter county seat roads 
must start from . a ci^tmty seat and 
follow a practical route leading to an- 
other covnty seat The mile of road 
nearest the county seat Is used by more 
pcMiile than any other mile of road In 
Lawrence county,' because almost ev- 
erybody makes trips to the county seal 
In the courige of a year. The ten miles 
nearest lh<* eounty seat la us.'d more 
than an>' ten inllea further :iway. The 
aume hulda true uf any mileage consid- 
ered. These arc col4 tacts which we 
are forced to admit, regardleaa of any 
argument lu the contrary. 

It Is Your County Seat. 

The county seat belongs lo the peo- 
ple ot the «ounty. Every tax payer la 
a part owner. The county bu!ldlni?s 
are there, youc COUrta meet there, your 
county ofricials are required by law 
to have their oftleea at the county seat. 
No Briflge. 

If anybody tella you a bridge must 
be built across the river at Louisa, 
they are Irylng lo deceive you. There 
is already a bridge there, and the 
county owna a tlnu bridge less than 
throe mllea up the Levl..<a fork. In line 
for the Martin county road. This is 
the railroad bridge the C. A O. railway 
practically gave to the county when It 
built a new bridge Juat a short distance 
away.

All the objectiona, tooliah and 
otherwise, thai are oii'er.-d to a proii- 
oaillon such u» Lawrence euiinty now 
has under consideration, have been 
encountered elsewhere by Miv Scanlon 
in his long career in the road buslnesa 
and he lia.i a complete answer for each 
one. He refuses lo conc ede thai money 
loilinii il to hulid rou.l.s Is a t.ax. He 
saya It Is un invosiment imying enor- 
mous dividenOr. 

Since retiring from the office ot 
Highway rommlHsioner of Weat Vir- 
Kinla .Mr. .Sounlon has not been con- 
nected wlh Itie road buslnesa, but ia 
now in the lumber buainesa. He has 
no aelflsh object in advocating guod 
roads, but says he does not know of 
anything he can do in his ' declining 
years fur his neighbors and friends 
that will be of as much value lo them 
as to give them the benetll of his 
knowledge ot good roada.
